Deputy for Operations • Capt, Was responsible for line duty operations 
of the regiment and was directly answerable to the CO of the regiment. 

Deputy for Political Affairs - Capt, Was Political Indoctrination Officer 
of the regiment • Source did not believe that the officer was responsible or 
answerable to the 00 for his work, She Political Affairs Officer briefed 
selected officers and NCOs of the regiment on political topics which they pre* 
seated to the rest of the regiment, Selected lecturers were also advised to 
be on the alert for lack of political feeling among soldiers and to take an 
active part in the supervision of party and youth union meetings. 

Deputy for Technical Services -Capt, Supervised the over-all functions 
of Technical Services of the regiment and of the training and operation of the 
Technical Services Company, 

Executive Officer - Ma J, Was Administrative Officer of the regiment. He 
took care of all official incoming and outgoing correspondence » scheduled 
commanders 1 appointments and was In charge of checking all administrative 
matters affecting the strength of the regiment. At regimental conferences the 
Executive Officer briefed the regimental 00 on all important matters which the 
00 wanted to make known to his staff. 

Training Section - one let Lfe and one Pvt, The section was in the Regtl 
$q and its duty was to prepare the training schedule for the entife regiment,, 
A master sub Jeot schedule wae given the regiment by higher headquarters. The 
staff of the regiment was oriented first and then the training schedules were 
distributed to the units in the regiment, Usually the Deputies and the 
Executive Officer worked in close cooperation with the section. 

Security Office • one Sgt and one Opl, The section was in the Regtl Hq 
and its duty was to check) record and distribute all classified material 
within the regiment, , 

Administrative Office - one WO and one NCQ. The section was in the Regtl 

Hq and its duty was to file and maintain Officer and BH records and to assist 

the fceoutive Officer, 

The Technical Office - one 2d or 1st Lt and one EDO, The section was in 
the Regtl Hq and it assisted the Deputy for Technical Services and aldsd the 
Technical Service Company, 

The Political Section - one 1st Lt, one W0 and one Pvt, The section was 

in the Regtl Hq and it assisted the Deputy for Political Affairs by carrying 

out his instructions. It was also responsible for checking on political die* 
content in the regiment and for soliciting party members.

In 195° there was only one tank battalion in the 2d Tk Begt and from observe* 
tion, study and hearsay, source was certain that until August 1952 each tank 
regiment had but one tank battalion. Source heard In the 1950-1952 period that* 
although a tank battalion had 30 T34/05 tanks, each tank division had a reserve 
of an undetexmined number of tanks in a Military District depot. Source was 
Informed in 195° that in the event of war, all units would be augmented with 
respect to personnel and equipment and that there was the possibility of sub* 
sidiary units being added to existing units* 

2. Assault Gun (SP JSC 122 guns) Bn * The following made up the organization 
of the Assault Gun Bn in the 2d Tk Regti

Although the Fusilier Plat was supposed to work closely with the tank battalion 
at all times, source maintained that it was, to a great degree, employed on 
work details in 1949*195° - In 1950 source was informed by officers of his unit 
that in the event of war the platoon was to be built up to battalion size and 
strength, and that at least one company of the Fusilier Bn would then act as 
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security guard for th© Regtl Hq Hq Co* Furthermore, in the event of wary 
about two companies of the Fusilier Bn were to function in close o®operation 
with the Tk Bn. 

Source explained that a Polish fusilier unit differed from a Polish 
Infantry unit in that the fusilTer uni^was ©3JliPP«d chiefly with automatic 
weapons^ , ^uch as th© PPSh, and rode and fbughtwith-the tank§*. 

Sapper Platoon * In 1950 the platoon was employed mainly for performing" 
work detail® for Hq Co* However, the theoretical training schedule for the 
Sapper Platoon included the theoretical and-practical^knowledge of mines* the 
laying of mine fields, field obstacle training, the theoiy and practice of 
fording waterways, and the utilization of troops in Bailey bridge constructions* 

Signal Squad. One squad constructed and maintained telephone communications 
for and in the regiment. Field telephones of u/i Soviet model were the only 
ones seen by source in 1950* 

-Supply Qo. The company requisitioned, distributed and kept a strict record 
of office material and supplies for Regtl Hq and Hq 06 * .All other units in the 
regiment maintained their own supply offices and storage places^ 

Reconnai ssance Squad * The squad was utilized chiefly for Hq Oo work &e*
